His  part  of  Phificke  which  is  called  Chirur- 
gia  {  my  true  and  louing  friends  )is  the  mod 
auciet  &  principal  part  of  medicinal  pra&ife, 
fo  highly  commended  of  Hippocrates, Gal- 
len,  Celfus  ,  and  other  learned  men  ,  that 
they  accout  it  a  haynous  matter  for  any  man 

tc  &roe,whkh  in  deede  is  not  a  Phifidon. 

xpr  Chirurgery  ismaymed  ,and  vtterUe  vnperfe£t, without 
the  healpe  of  thofc  other  partes  ,  which  confifleth  in 
preferring  of  in  ward  medicines,  and  conuenient  diet. 
And  is  fo  neare  linked  with  thefe  in  a  lyance ,  that  no  man 
deferueth  to  be  called  a  Chirurgion,  that  is  ignorant  in  Phi- 
ficke* 

Forvlcers,  Apoftumes  ,  or  any  other  extreme  ajffe&s 
of  the  l  kinne,haue  their  originall  from  fome  inward  caufe, 
and  nature  expelieth  them  from  thence  vnto  the  f  kinne ,  as 
yntoanaturall  clenfing  place  ,  Likewifein  wounds  that  are 
snward ,  there  happeneth  oftentimes  ebullicion  of  humours 
by  meanes  of  anger ,  or  forne  other  paflion  of  the  minde, 
whereyntoifducregardbenotgiuen  ,  the  Chirurgians  la¬ 
bourism  vaine ,  and  his  topicall  medicines  applyedtono 
purpofe,  rr

If  this  feerne  obfcureor  falfe  vnto  any  man  ,  let  him  reade 
Hippocrates  touching  the  ftuffe  which  a  phifition  is  to  vfe* 
For  in  that  place  he  fetteth  downe  moft  cuidentlie  ,  what 
einplaifters ,  Vnguents ,  and  other  inftruments,are  neceffa- 
rie  tor  the  Phifition*  Let  himalfo  confider  that  he  fheweth 
that  the  very  rootes  of  vlcers  5c  apoftumes, ought  firft  to  bee 
plucked  vp  ♦  Let  him  alfo  weigh  how  be  teacheth,that  fpe- 
ciall  regard  is  to  be  had  *  to  the  appointing  of  conuenient 
dyet  *  And  fb  fhall  he  well  vnderftand  that  Chirurgians 
ought  to  be  fecne  in  phificke ,  and  that  the  Barbours  crafte 
ought  not  to  be  tearmed  chirurgerie* 

But  why  am  I  f)  tedious  heerein  ?  when  as  the  verie 
difinition  of  phificke,  doth  agree  with  chirurgirie*  Where¬ 
fore  if  chirurgerie  be  phificke  ,  no  wile  iii3n  will  denie  but 
that  the  chirurgians  ought  to  be  feene  in  phificke  ,  confi- 
dering  they  worke  both  vppon  one  fubieift  •  Wherefore 
they  ought  not  to  be  tearmed  chirurgians  which  haue  lear¬ 
ned  nothing  but  the  compofition  of  two  or  three  emplai- 
fters  out  of  Barbours  fhoppes,  neither  yet  Barbours  them- 
felues ,  nor  vnfkilfull  women  ,  befides  a  number  of  blinde 
buftardly  bayardes  ,  which  IVlaifter  William  Clowes  hadi 
moft  properlie  painted  foorth  in  thpr  right  coulours,  in  his 
booke  entituled  deMorbo  Gallico, wherefore  I  omit  them, 
although  they  confidently  cracke  and  bragge  that  they  can 

cure  any  thing*  -• 

And  with  great  boldnefte  doe  take  vppon  them  the 
pra&ife  of  this  fcience ,  infomuch  that  they  depriue  men  of 
learning  of  their  due  commodities  heerein*  Giueing  out  that 
fuch  are  phifitions  and  not  chirurgians  *  As  though  the  chi- 
mrgian  ought  not  to  be  feene  in  phificke, or  that  he  could 
be  a  phifition  ,  that  were  ignorant  in  chirurgerie* 

But  oh  good  God, is.  it  tollerable  that  the  auncient  glorte 
and  renoume  of  chirprgirie  ftiould  be  fo  defaced?  orthatiueh 
men  as  haue  fpent  all  itheir  time  in  it, ftiould  fo  iniurioully 
be  put  from  the  benefit  of  the  fame*

i  J^^e|re^'ore  ^lc^c  mer*  that  haue  all  their  timebeftowed 
their  Itudiesm  chirurgcrie  for  the  reliefe  of  fuch  as  are  di- 
feafed  :  doubtles  they  may  freely  (  notwithftanding  the 
gainelaying  of  carping  crackers  and  blinde  emperkks  ) 
vndertake  thcjpnAife  of  this  part  of  phifick  in  any  place. 
Confidering  the  beginning  of  thefe  ordinary.  chirurgians, 
whichcommonhe  we  call  barebare  chirurgians,  reade  Ve- 
fa  ius  in  his  epiftle  which  he  fet  foorth  before  his  worke  of 
the  frame  of  mans  body. 

In  which  place  he  fetteth  downe  the  reafon  whie  in  thefe 
our  dates,  chirurgerie  is  deuidedfrom  phifick, not  without 
great  hurt  vnto  mankinde  I  write  not  thefe  things  vnto 

you  ( louing  friends)  for  that  I  would  in  anie  wife  abolilh 

thermncient  priuiledge  which  hath  beene  graunted  in  times 

part  vnto  the  Barbors  of  the  Cittie  of  London  ,  for  there 
are  m  the  faide  Cittie  (  which  alfo  vfe  Barberie  )  that  are 
verie  expert  and  fkilfull  in  chirurgerie* 

But  for  my  pardetthem  praftifethis  arte  fuch  as  will, 
and  are  difpofed  to  keepe  them  from  hunger  and  colde. 
Onely  this  I  not^the  abufes  heerein  of  our  prefent  time, 
^yeelding  altogether  the  pra£Kfe  of  this  noble  arte  ,  (to  the 
great  hindrance  of  the  common  weale  )  vnto  men  vnlear- 
ned  ,  and  I  doe  wthall  affnme  that  all  chirurgians  ought 

r  CfanVn  an^  that  the  Barbors  crafte  ought  to 

hea  difima  mifieryfrom  chirurgery  .  I  thought  it  good 
.  (  ouingfriendes)to  difcourle  vnto  you  fomething  at  lar°-e  in 
this i  matter, that  ye  might  vnderftand  how  farrethis  arte  in 
thefe  our  dales  is  fallen  from  the  auncient  and  true  chirunre- 
ne,  and  how  ipuch  thebeautie  of  the  fameis  blemilhed  and 
defaced, by  thefe  obfcure,  and  bafe  emperickes .  Neither  is 

timfS  CaUfe  (  w1"2  patrons )  tIlatI  fpent  all  this 
time  with  you  in  thefe  matters* 

For  you  are  they  (,<whkh  js  moft  delighted  in  chirur°-e- 
ne ,  you  are  they ,  by  wham, chirurgerie  being  decayed  nfav 
hope  forretormacion  , .you  are  they  which  for  your  fin  gu- 

Adii.  far- 
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tar  f  killheerein,  arc  able  to  iudge  ofallfuch  imperfeSions 
as  lurke  among  thefe  bufardlie  empericks  .  You  are  they 
that  are  able  to  defend  the  true  &  fincere  ch.mrgene.aga.nU 
the  falfe  and  corrupt  .  In  confideration  whereof  I  thought 
it  not  amide  heerein  to  publifh  vnto  you  (  my  courteous 
friends)thefe  auftors  which  I  hauetranflated,  hoping  there- 
bv  that  the  ruder  forte  being  alured  with  the  facihtie  and 
eafineffe  of  the  fame, will  more  earned')’  apply  their  ininde* 
to  the  learning  thereof  .  And  that  many  will  bee  moued 
hereby  the  fooner ,  whome  otherwifc  conceit  of  difficulty 

might  haue  feared  away,  ,  .  c 

‘But  I  am  allured  that  I  fhall  hereby  incurre  die  hatred  ot 
the  enuious ,  and  the  reprehencions  of  carping  quarrellers. 
But  that  fomeprofitemay  come  by  this  my  paynes ,  vnto 
fuch  as  arc  ttudibus  in  Chirurgerie  ,  I  efteemc  nothing  of 
them, for  1  know  I  fliall  be  ealilie  able  to  put  to  ulence  thofe 
vnnaturall  perlbns, 

It  may  be  that  fbme  will  thinke  me  of  Antilthencs  faction* 
that  laideplatformes  of  euery  mans  life,  and  yet  thePhilo- 
fopher  was  more  wife  in  his  precepts  ,  then  wary  or  h« 
ownc  ^ouemmentsand  fay, I  haue  reached  aboue  niy  f  kMr,in 
limiting  other  mens  doeings  •  But  if  I  hade  intermedled  to 
farre ,  ft  is  (  curteous  friends )  not  in  cenfuring  the  aQions 
of  the^oodand  vertuous,  but  in  difcoucring  the  abufesof 
the  levvde  ♦  For  I  reprehend  not  as  one  thinking  generally 
all  bad  ,  hut  perfwade ,  as  one  wishing  perticularlk  euerie 

one  fhould  liue  well, and  dye  better. 

And  therefore  (my  curteous  friends)!  am  molt  earneltiy 
to  craue  your  asfiffance  (in  protecting  this  rude  worke,  be- 
ino-  the  firft  fruits  of  my  t  rauaills ♦  For  Damy  das  caufed  his 
P^ret  to  pearkc  vnder  a  Dragon  of  BrafFe  ?  to  defend  it 
from  the  vultures  tyrannie*  '  ; 

Andlfhrowde  thisfimplcworke  ,  vnder  your  curteous

the  beamcsof  the  Sunne  doth  reft*  AnJiherefore  doe  your 
endeuours  that  this  noble  Arte  of  Chirurgerie  (now  Ian- 
lifhing  and  decaying)  may  by  your  good  meancs  and  a* 
lance, beginneagaine  to  florifh. 

And  being  as  it  were  heretofore  dead  ,  recoucr  her  life 
and  decayed  cflate,and  that  by  your  good  a(siftancc,learned 
profeflours  may  be  appointed  in  all  conuenient  places  ,  to 
publiHi  and  fet  fborth  the  fame  «  For  fo  will  it  come  to 
paffe,  that  in  fhort  time  this  famous  Arte  will  bee  reftored 
to  her  auntient  perfection,  vnto  the  great  commoditie  of  the 
common  weale. 

If  anie  that  are  enuious  grudge  at  my  doings ,  I  flraight 
for  refuge  flie  to  your  good  Cencurc,which  I  count  as  a 
fufficient  defenforic againft  fuch  as  loue  to  backebitew

For  there 
is  inthefe  daies  thaiiy  that  aW  fo  wilful!  in  their  wicked- 
neile,that  being  reproued  for  their  ignoraunce,  ftickc  not  to 
threaten  with  woo  tds,fwordes,  Cur  telafes,  and  Daggers,  to 
wounde  ,  cut ,  flafli  ,  yea  and  kill  fuch  good  men  who  are 
painefull  ftudients  and  labourers  in  the  Arte, 

As  I  red  of  that  good  man  Maifter  Iohn  Flail  of  Maid - 
ftone, who  although  lie  were  a f kilfull  man,  and  of  exccL 
lent  vertues  in  the  Arte  of  Chirurgerie  ,  yet  for  fpeaking 
againO:  the  deceiptfull  forcery  of  one  Robart  Harris,  in  An, 
Dom*  X  5  5  <5,  He  had  a  dagger  drawen  at  him ,  as  himfelfe 

doth  declare  in  his  expoftulations  *

T o  the  reader, 

Andalfo  it  is  credibly  reported^Imt  in  Anno  dotriini  I5V4, 
One  Matter  Ba&or  a  man  of  good  knowledge, both  in  Phi- 
ficke  and  Chirurgery  ,  for  the  reprouing  of  the  grbt  abufes 
of  one  Power  Akers ,  he  had  a  fword  drawen  at"  liirpi  as  bee 
trauailcd  on  the  waie,an<^  hkelie  to  haue  beene  fpoyled,had 
not  other  trauailers  afifted  him  »  I  may  well  vcryfie  the 
fayings  of  good  Matter  Banmtterywho  doth  eXplaine  their 
diuelifti  praftifes  ,  hauing  neither  learning*;,  knowledge, 
modeftie,nof  honittie  *  And  yet  praaiffe  abrdad  thar  ac- 
cuflomed  deceipts  vnder  the  colour  of  admittance  from  the 
Hall  of  London, and  fomefrom  others  being  in  au<tthory- 

’of"’hkh  ^ort  ^  cou^  name  a  greate  number  ^  which  for 
modefties  fake,I  omit  ♦  A  thing  greatly  to  be1' lamented 
that  thofe  which  are  or  ttiould  be  the  fathers  of  arte ,  and  vp- 
holders  of  good  artifts  ,  ttiould  fo  flightly  paffe  their  hcenfe 
to  mch  ignoraunt  attes ,  to  maintaine  them,  not  onely  in 
coonning  her  Maietties  fubiefts  of  theirmonie ,  but  often¬ 
times  depriue  them  of  their  lims ,  yea  and  alfo  their  liues. 
But  it  is  no  meruaile  ,  for  monieis  fweete ,  and  what  is  it  but 
Luci  e  may  doe  ?  for  I  my  felfe  talking  with  one  of  the  feme 
com  pa  rue  and  felowftiip  ,  complayning  vppon  the  abufes 
thereof  ,  in  patting  thtir  licenfes  to  fuch  ,  made  me  thisan- 
iwere  *in  deed  cjuoth  he  it  is  not  well ,  but  we  were  as  °*ood 
their  monie ,  for  tney  would  play  the  knaues  neuer- 
theleije  ♦  Surely  his  aunfwerc  was  truer  then  he  wift>al- 
though  a  matter  moft  lamentable  4  For  whereas  by  the  good 
and  godly  lawes  of  the  realrne ,  they  are  prohibited  from 
prattiling  or  medling  in  the  arte  without  licenfe ,  (  before 
t  e  which  ttiould  goe  an  approbation  as  well  as  examinati¬ 
on  )  now  for  footh  for  monie  they  may  buy  them  a  cloake 
to  coeuer  them  from  the  la  we ,  and  to  play  their  partes  at 
Will  y  Yet  among  the  reft ,  I  know  fome  one  of  ttr^ll  tear- ' 
mng  and  lette  knowledge, who  hauing  trauailcd  iSo.miels 
to  fetch  a  feale  weying  fower  pound  befides  theapurtenan- 
ces  tnerevnto  belonging, whereby  he  is  growen  fo  farre  in 

ioug 
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hue  with  himfelfc.and  favndifcretlie  doteth  ouer  his  dwne 
doinees ,  at  1ns  rcturne ,  that  he  tpaketh  his  traviell  and  con- 
nueft  as  he  thmketh ,  ordinary  table  talke,  for  he  walked 
from  TauernetoTauerne,and  from  Alehoufe,to  Alehouie, 
with  his  licence  at  his  girdle  clofed  in  a  boxe,  as  though  hec 
had  bcene  the  pro&or  of  fome  fpitefull  houfe  )  aggrauating 
$he  matter  fomonftrouflie,  as  if  he  had  enduredthe  verie 
Jal3kmrsh of  oide  Hercules, and  no  meruaile  ,  for  when  hee 

had  made  hi?  market ,  and  receaued  his  letters  of  marte,  fal¬ 
ling  incompanie  with  fome  others, and  grewe  wfpeechesot 
pra&ife  ( for  there  vppon  he  ftandeth  ,  but  his  method  is 
fmall)  not  fticketoconfirme^hat  Arfenickand  rulty 
Bacon ,  was  a  prelent  rcmedie  for  vyounds  made  with  goon- 
fhot  ♦  And  being  an  other  time  demaunded  by  a  learned 
Po&or  in  Philicke  how  a  wound  came  to  be  an  vlcer  ,  was 
ftrickendum.  And  yet  of  like  he  might  aunfwere  his  ex¬ 
aminations  well  ♦  For  that  (  as  he  faith  )  he  was  vfed  lo  fa¬ 
miliarly  ,  and  plaft  amongeft  the  beft  .  A  meane  finely  to 
embolden  him  well .  For  he  was  but  bafhfull  wHetr  he  was 
before  the  worfhipfull  Dottor .  And  yet  will  not  flicke  to 
snake  himfelfe  comparable  to  any  ,  and  will  impu  ent  1C 
cracke,that  any  man  fhal  neuer  attaine  to  do  the  like  cures  a$ 
he  hath  don, with  a  great  deale  more  of  fhameles  coparifos* 
There  are  others  of  the  kind  e  of  young  Cuckoofe ,  or  as 
nufeled  Snakes ,  which  flic  with  Ifops  Crowe  ,  which  ha- 
in0*  plu&  the  winges ,  would  faine  deuoure  the  bird  . 

°  But  leauing  them  to  their  blindnefles,  and  praying  vnto 
God  for  their  amendment ,  my  purpofe  is  heerc  to  do  them 
good  that  hauencede, that  is  to  diftribute  in  englilh  to  them 
that  are  vnlearned,  parte  of  the  treafure  that  is  in  other  lang¬ 
uages  ,  to  prouoke  them  that  are  of  better  learning  y  tovt- 
ter  their  knowledge  in  fuch  like  attemptes  •  finally  to  de¬ 
clare  that  to  the  vfe  of  many  ,  which  ought  not  to  be  fecret 
for  lucre  of  a  few  ,  and  to  communicate  the  fruite  of  my 
labours ,  to  them  that  will  gentlly  and  thankefiillic  receiuc 
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them  ,  which  if  any  be  fo  prouJfor  fupercilious  ,  that  they 
immediatlie  will  defpife 91  iliall  friendlie  defire  them,  with 
the  wordes  ofHorace :  Quod  fi  raeliora  nouilti  candide  im- 
pcrti ,  (1  non  his  vtere  mecum* 

If  they  know  better,  let  vs  haue  part  :  If  they  doe  not, 
why  repine  they  at  which  meane  welkwhy  condemne 
they  the  thinges  that  they  cannot  amend  *Or  if  they  can,  why 
diUemblethey  their  cunning  ?'  Haw  long  would  they  haue 
people  ignorant? 

Why  grutch  they  Chirurgerie  (hould  comefoorth  in 
Englifh  ?  would  they  haue  no  man  to  know  but  onely  they  ? 
or  what  make  they  themfelues  i  for  if  Galen  the  Prince  of 
this  arte  being  a  Grecian  wrote  in  theGreeke  :  King  Aui- 
ceneof  Arabia  in  thefpeech  of  the  Arabyans  :  It  Piinius, 
Celfiis, Serenus, &  other  of  the  Latines  wrote  to  the  peop  le 
in  the  Latin  tongue :  Mercellus  Ficinus  ( who  all  men  allent 
to  be  fingulerly  learned  )  difdained  not  to  write  in  the  Itali¬ 
an  tongue.-gcnerally,  if  the  intent  of  ail  thateuer  fetfoorth 
any  noble  itudie  ,  haue  beene  to  be  read  ,  of  as  many  as 
woulde  :  what  reafon  *s  it ,  that  we  /hould  huther  rnuther 
heere  among  a  few  ,  the  thing  that  was  made  common  to 
all  ?  Chrifl  fayeth :  no  man  lighteth  a  Candell  to  couer  it 
with  a  BufhelJ,but  fetteth  it  to  feme  euery  mans  turne:  and 
thefe  goe  about ,  not  onelie  to  couer  it  when  it  is  lighted,but 
to  quench  it  afore  it  bee  kind  led  ( if  they  might  by  mallice) 
which  verie  well  veryfieth  the  fayings  of  Maifler  William 
CLOWES  in  his  lafl:  edition  De  Moxbo  Gallico,whofe 
Wordes  are  thefe* 


No  man  can  lead  fo  iuft  a  lyfe, 
Noworke  be  writ  fo  true: 

That  can  cfcape  their  feinting  eyes, 
Or  pafle  their  eluifh  view* 


which  as  it  is  a  deteflable^hing  in  any  godly  fcience  t-fo 
me  thinketh  in  this  fo  neceffarie  an  arte  ,  it  is  exceeding 
damnable  and  diuelifh,  to  debarre  the  fruition  of  fo  inefli- 
mablc  benefites, which  our  heauenly  father  hath  prepared 
for  our  comfort  and  innumerably $fes  j  wherewith  he  hath 
armed  our  impotent  nature,  agdMjft$he  sflaultes of  fo  many 
fickeneffes, whereby  his  infinite  mercy  and  abundant good- 
ndle  is  no  thing  els  more  apparantly  confefled  ,  by  the 
which  benefites  ,  as  it  were  with  molt  fenciblc  argumentes* 
fpoken  out  of  heauen,he  confbaineth  vs  to  thinke  vponour- 
owne  weakenefTe  ,  and  to  knowledge  that  in  all  flelh  is  no¬ 
thing  but  miferie,  fickenelfe,  forrowes,finne,affh<ffion,and 
deathmo  not  (o  much  ftrength  as  by  our  owne  power, to  re- 
lieue  one  member  of  our  bodies  difeafed*  As  for  the  know¬ 
ledge  of  medicines  ,  comfort  of  hearbes  ,  mayntenanee  of 
health, profperitie  and  life,they  be  his  benefites*,and  proceed 
of  him, to  the  ende  that  wee  fhould  in  common ,  helpe  one 
another,  «and  fo  liue  together  in  his  law'es  and  commaunde* 
ments,in  the  which  doing  ,  we  fhall  declare  our  felues  to 
haue  worthelie  employed  them,and  asfruitcfull  leruaunts,be 
liberally  rewarded, Otherwifeyvndoubtedly  the  talent  which 
we  haue  hidden, fhall  be  digged  vp,  and  difhibuted  to  them 
that  fhalbe  more  diligent, a  terrible  confufion  before  fo  high 
a  Iuftice,and  at  fuch  a  court ,  where  no  wager  of  lawe  fhall 
be  taken, no  proftour  limited  to  defend  the  caufe ,  none  ex,

Cur  non  pofuifli  talentum  in  fenus  ?  Why  haft  thou  not 

beftowed  my  talent  to  the  vauntage.  Thefe  and  fuch  other 
examples  haue  enforced  me  being  oftentimes  exercifed  in 
the  fhidic  and  praftife  of  Chirurgerie ,  to  follow  the  good 
endeuours  of  other  good  men  y  who  haue  tailed  of  the  fame 
cuppe  ofenuie,as  their  predeceilours  haue  done*  And  fhall 
I  perfwade  my  felfe  to  efcape  thefame^No ,  for  as  I  am  cie-

dibly  enformed  by  my  veriegood  friends ,  that  my  booke 
#\vas  not  fo  foone  at  the  preffe,a$  enuie  eucn  readie  to  repine 
at  the  fame.But  being  warned  J  will  be  the  better  armed ,  & 
with  my  mends  and  predecefloiirs  ,  ftande  to  thebmntof 
their  brwtiih  and  malitious  tongues  *  And  nothing  bee 
difcouraged  at  them  ,  for  I  know  thofe  that  are  godly  and 
well  difpofed, will  curteoufly  except  ofeueri^  good  and  lau* 
dable  attempt.  And  for  the  malitious ,  fmall  regard  is  to  bee 
giuen,for  Idoeperceaue  that  now  in  our  time, no  good  en- 
terpnfe  can  be  gone  about,but  falfedetra&ion  and  enuie  is 
readie  to  ouerthrow  the  fame.  For  what  are  they  that  haue 
written  both  in  auncient  and  later  times  ,  but  they  hams 
tatted  of  this  beaftly  broode,and  enuious  fe<ft  ?  Yea  and  of 
fuch  men  that  haue  as  it  were  dandled  tl^em  in  their  Japnes. 

,  tr  »  nnot. 0ne^  ^Pea^e  by  experience  ofmyfelfe, 
but  alo  oy  certaine  knowledge  of  fome  others, that  bredin^ 
vpvnder  our  felues  fuch  impes,  who  we  did  not  onely  giue 
lufricient  maintenance  vnto,  butalfo  did  impart  vnto  them 
thofe  things  which  we  by  long  ftudie  and  chargeable  labour 
had  found  out. But  when  (as  they  thought)  there  was  no 
more  to  begotten ,  and  them  felues  fufficientlyr'furnifhed 
being  gone  from  their  Maifters ,  were  prefently  puffed  vp 
in  pride, and  being  better  perfwaded  of  them  felues, then  of 
their  carefull  teachers,  forgetting  from  whence  they  fucked 
t  .eir  inilke ,  goe  about  by  all  meanes  (as  much  as  in  them 
lieth  to  the  aduauncement  of  their  owne  glorie)to  fceke 
the  ouerthrow  of  their  Maifters  credits. 

But  vnhappie  are  thofe  men  which  nufell  fuch  whelpes, 
or  hatch  fuch  hre  brands ,  but  Purely  they  doe  but  kindle 
coles  to  burne  them  fdues, for  their  rewarde  ffalbe  to  haue 
the  like  feruaunts,to  ferue  their  owne  turnes.

And  as  in  reproouingthe  euil!,  I  wiffi  not  the good  to 
bee  offended, contrariewife,in  prayfing  the  good,!  wifh  the 
cuil!  no  parte  thereof  .  For  if  goodmennein  times  paft 
bane  beenemooued  with  good  confcience,  for  knowledge 
fake, and  for  the  better  maintenance  of  their  common  wealth 
in  fetting  foorth  this  Arte  (in  our  vulgcr  tounge)  for  the  re- 
liefe,  comfort,  fjccour,he!pe  ,  and  health  of  fuch  as  are  fcke, 
defeafed  ,  or  otherwife  wounded  and  hurt  in  the  wanes, or 
by  fome  mifchaunce,  why  fhould  they  be  fo  enuied  at  ,  yea 
cu en  of  thofe  which  haue  pluckt  fethers  from  their  winges, 
and  hath  not  been  afhamed  to  vfe  them  among  their  owne* 
But  thefe  that  haue  fo  learned  of  Dedalus  ,  to  frame  wings 
by  Arte,  which  could  not  be  had  by  nature ,  let  them  take 
heede  ieaft  by  playing  with  other  birds  fethers  ,  no£  f  kilfuil 
to  vfe  the  fame,they  receaue  the  reward  of  Icarus* 

Bat  as  the  wife  man  faith,  it  is  a  f  kabbe  of  the  world, to 
bee  enuious  at  vertue  :  for  enuie  groweth  vp  among  ver- 
tues. 

The  poyfon  which  Serpents  continually  doe  keepe  with¬ 
out  any  harms  to  themfelues  ,  they  fpewe  out  to  others 
deftruaion.But  the  malitious  contrariewife,  hurteth  no  man 
fa  much  as  themfelues. 

But  I  count  him  moft  wicked  ,  that  is  malitious  againft 
bis  friend.  But  enuie  walketh  not  alone  ,  but  is  commonlic 
conioyned  with  his  affociates,  asflaunder  ,  ignorauncc,  foo- 
lifhneffe, lying,  and  flatterie  ,  which  I  will  knyt  together  in 
thefe  verfes  following,  in  as  briefe  manner  as  I  can  ,  hoping 
that  when  they  fhall  feelc  their  imperfeaions  touched,they

Where  hence  it  commeth  that  neither  all  things  aredefi- 
ned,nor  yet  endofed  in  the  walles  of  method, and  yet  eueric 
where  a  perfeA  curation  fhineth  foorth.But  this  breuitie  is 
recompenced  with  a  fine  curation  of  the  french  difeafe  :  in 
which  this  is  notable ,  that  he  fheweth  the  true  man¬ 
ner  of  decoding  Salfa  Parilla  ,  taught  heretofore 
by  no  man,  All  which  things aredeclared  with  a 
briefe  expofition  vpon  euerie  Chapter .

Here  as  by  long  and  continual  pra&ife  of  cu¬ 
ring, I  haue  through  the  beneficiall  goodneftc 
of  almightie  God,  attained  vnto  the  know¬ 
ledge  of  many  and  Angular  thinges ,  in  both 
partes  of  Phificke.I  haue  therefore  deter  mi 
ned  with  my  felfe  for  the  profite  of  the  pub- 
lique  vtilitie,to  fet  foorth  in  writing  both  mine  owne  know¬ 
ledge  in  curing,  and  alfo  certayne  moft  excellent  remedies  in 
either  kinde,and  adding  there  vnto,  the  cures  of  certaine  dif- 
cafes,  as  alfo  of  wounds  and  vlcers  ,  which  in  the  auncient 
bookes  of  Phifitior  s  were  either  vtterlie  forgotten, or  hither¬

Cdnfidering  in  deede  that  as  Plato  faith.

And  therefore  Gentle  Reader  ,  1  haue  ouer  and  befides 
the  Bookes  of  Aiceus  ,  and  thebooke  of  Iohn  Ardernof 
the  Fiftulae  ,  fet  foorth  vnto  thy  vfe,the  perfe&cure  of  the 
Caruncle,  with  Hall  of  Northfolke  >  hi*  cure  of  the  Fiftulae, 
which  both  were  gmen  me  of  a  gentleman  being  my  pacient 
of  a  certaine  griefe,  who  being  curedan  recompence  of  my 
good  wi!l,gaueit  m e,&  hailing  ready  Sc  confidered  the  fame 
to  be  bod;  learned >and  methocncalljnot  knowing  whether  it 
were  a  tranflation  out  of  any  auahor, or  a  collodion  of  fo  me 
learned  ancUiulfull  man.

But  knowing  that  none  as  yet  hath  written  of  the  fame 
in  th  e  English  toung,and  confidering  how  neceffarie  a  thing 
it  is  ,  I  thought  it  conueriient  to  impart  the  famevntomy 
Countrie.  And  befides  I  haue  therevnto  added  the  compo- 
fition  of  the  Emplaitter  Chalciteos,  For  although  I  haue  red 
his  compofition  in  diuers  authors, yet  of  none,fb  at  large  as 
of  Galen  him  felfe* 

For  it  appeareth  he  was  not  onely  ftudious  for  thein- 
uenting  and  compounding  the  fame  ,  but  alfo  verie  carefull 
and  painefullto  alter  the  fame  into  diuers  formes  and  bodies, 
to  feme  verie  neceflarie  vnto  diuers  griefes  6c  infirmities* 

But  calling  to  minde  that  moft  excellent  Phifition ,  that 
feared,  that  in  writing  a  compendious  do&rine  for  thecu-  _ 
ring  of  fickenefle.he  fhould  but  loofe  his  labour,  for  as  much 
as  no  man  almofi:  did  endeuour  himfelfe  to  the  finding  of 
truth,  but  that  all  men  did  fo  efteeme  ritches  ,  pofifefTions, 
aufthoritie,and  pleafures  ,  that  they  fiippofed  them  which 
were  fhidious  in  any  part  of  wifedome>to  be  mad  or  diftraff 
of  their  witts*For  a*  mucA  n*  they  deemed  the  chiefefapi- 
encc,  (which  is  knowledge  of  thinges  belonging  as  well  to 
God, as  to  man) to  haue  no  beeing. 

Since  this  noble  writer  found  that  lacke  in  his  time,  when 
there  flourifhed  in  fundrie  Countries  ,  a  great  multitude  of 
men, excellent  in  all  kinds  of  learning,  as  it  doth  appeare  by 
fome  of  their  workes,  why  fhould  I  thinke  my  felfeiniured, 
if  I  fhould  tafte  of  the  famecuppe,a$  my  predecefToursjand 
other  good  men  of  my  Countrie  haue  done  .  Of  whome  I  , 
willrepeate  a  few,  who  in  my  time  haue  abidden  the  hotte 
and  fierie  aflaults  of  Momus  fefh 

As  namely  M.ThomasGale  ♦  M*  Iohn  Hall,  M*  Tohn 
Bannifter  ,  Maifter  William  Clowes  ,  with  others  which 
in  our  time  hath  written*  For  being  on  a  time  in  companie, 
by  chaunce  it  was  tplde  me  vnto  my  face  ,  that  there  were 
too  many  bookes  fet  foorth  in  the  Englifh  toung ,  and  that

therby  is  made  comon.  For  that  <juoth  he, euerie  Gentleman 
is  as  wel  ablcto  rcafon  therin,as  our  felues,  A  thing  ttuely  to 
be  lameted/or  if  heretofore, Ernperoursjkingsjprincesjdukes 
Earles,  Lords3Barrons,Knightes,  befides  dmers  Gentlemen, 
hath  not  oncly  red  and  praftifed  the  fame,  but  a lfo  greatlye 
augemcnted  the  knowledge; thereof.  And  I  could  well  wifih 
in  thcfe  dayes  it  mix  better  looked  into  ,  both  of  Nobles, 
Gentles, Iuftiees, and  allp  of  good  Captaines  ,  for  then  the 
common  weal e  fhould  not  cnely  be  furnifhed  of  good  and 
learned  Surgions,but  alfo  her  Maiefhe  the  better  ferued  in 
the  warres,as  well  by  Sea  as  by  Lande*
